Authorize award and execution of Amendment No. 2 to the contract with TRICO TOWER SERVICES, INC., 
Houston, TX, for radio tower maintenance and repair services to exercise the second extension option in the amount 
of $45,000 with three additional 12-month extension options in an amount not to exceed $45,000 per option, for a 
total contract amount not to exceed $270,000. 

Amount and Source of Funding 
Funding in the amount $15,000 is available in the Fiscal Year 2010-2011 Financial and Administrative Services 
Department, Communications and Technology Management-Wireless Services Division Operating Budget.  Funding 
for the remaining eight months of this contract and the extension options is contingent upon available funding in 
future budgets.

The City of Austin utilizes multiple radio communication towers in and around Austin to support both public safety 
and public service entities.  The Federal Communications Commission (FCC) requires that the lights on these towers 
be properly maintained in order to ensure that they do not pose a hazard to commercial and general aviation.  
Additional maintenance services are required for other components of the regional radio communication system to 
ensure its continued operability.  This contract provides multiple tower-climbing repair services, including strobe light, 
antenna, and feed line replacements, cable tensioning, equipment repair, and tower mapping services.   
 
The contract was competitively bid and awarded in 2009 in an initial amount of $45,000 for a 12-month period with 
five 12-month extension options.   Funding for the initial 12-month period and the first extension option were added 
administratively.  This recommended Council action is to approve Amendment No. 2 for the second extension option 
and the authorization to exercise the remaining three 12-month extension options for $45,000 each, for a final 
contract value of $270,000.
